O'nlverslty a young man who had earned his way through Law School Iv h e^-rric.-i,! i'':b 
in the Librarj- of Congress. He was educated in both institution^', .'.'hen he v.,-.£;iiit 
studying hie law books he was browsing on the Library stock, indulfing h voracious 
appetite for all kinds of reading except, curiously enough, detective fictior., in 
which he has never had any interest. On receiving his iav» diiiloir.r., despite the 
fact that the Library job was paj'ing him more than he coul.i hope to ei^rn for t:o:re 
time as a lawyer, he gave it up for a beginner's post in the United Etales Df;.;.:t- 
ir.ent of Justice. There hae never been a dull moment in that DeptJti^ent finct. 

There are, cf course, a good many worthy ir.en ir. '.-tu Kin- ton ..ho 
been there for ages and ages. You can readily spot th.fcT., rtartinj' fro.?, eithur tnJ 
■ of Pennsylvania Avenue; but, none will you find who, on the silver wir,ivers£;r> of 
Governnent service, can show Bore . striking echievei,.entE for the Nation', v.elft-re, 
clearly attributable to hlE*^6wn ehbrjy^ reEourcefulneBB',"arid steadftift devotion 
to the commonweal, than he.- fuctjielf the only head of a turttu ir 7:a-:.ini:t,or,

In fhct it ..rs 
practically gone when he cane into the picture. That is, it vag just iino-.htr Ic^cV.- 
luster agency of govenonent, closely limited in range, and shy of fignificsr.ce, unt 
he took hold. Since then its advtince iii scope, efficiency, tnd u^clulr.eit - :fer. 
no less solid and substuatial than spectacular. Wherefore, we honor .^i.: : • '.vc: - r, 
■ celebrate this evening the twenty-fifth anniversorj' of his connection ■■■ith the 
Department of Jur.tice. 

Within a fe-.v years after fcecocing Director he huH ;-;r6.',tl: cnlt-rycd the 
Bureau into an organlzfition of college and field trained prrEomiel of cutstrrJir.g 
quality, strategically deployed over the country, integrHted not onli- bv q;.ick- 
trigger scientific mechanisn tut by passionate loyaltj of tl:e : en to their leader 
and to the exalted ideals of their corps. iiSr. Hoover has not only htr.d nii-ktc .'-.Ie 
. V personnel, but fortified then with the most up-to-date equipnent and the latt-st 
scientific tecnniques. Early impreeped, for example, with the superiority of the 
finger-print system of identification over all others, he is chieflv respori-ib .e 
for Its ascendancy in this country and in internationr.l uargf^. "'ithal, the hc:r- 
quorters of the Bureau in Washington today constitute tfie foreii.os;, laVorr.toj-;. of 
applied criminology anywhere sxta^l,' Quite properly dio one of our ovjt. Holland 
Society meobere, whose naneVpw.and then appears in U.e press, say to him rece ii*.J..v , 
in a letter on TJhite House statloneiy, that he had put the F.li.I. in "thie for.-fr..i.t 
of the law onforoement agei^eies ot^the world." .

Aside perhaps from the Bureau of Engraving his ie the only agency in 
tJafhington really making any money. Each year his men corral errant funcis for ti.e 
Federal Treasury many, many times the total cost of operating the Burt-nu. 

With the nation at war, the activities of this ac^ncj in the tpprt hi iijion 
and conviction of Baboteiirs and other enemies within our borders, hrtve fillea ur all 
■with adnirf.tion and thanksgiving. To our countrj-men his naiae hi.? ieco.-e e. ni.ii;-ir,ou£ 
with the finest expression of law enforcement. To our youth who enjoy his patron. t-e 
, of all manner of worthwliile activities, he is a perennial hero and tm incor.paj able 
preceptor. Through them he is engaged in an outstanding work of cht-racter buildiji^ 
for this Nation. 

Strength and skill alone will never pull this world fron it^ present 
mess.
